“Russia Today” 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: Here is another 
of the dispatches by Webb Miller, Eu- 
ropean news manager of the United 
Press, on Russia as it is today.

MOSCOW, via London (Uncensored), 
(Copyright, 1937, By United Press)— 
Never in the 20 years’ history of the 
Bolshevik regime has there been such 
a bitter and determined drive against 
foreigners living in the Soviet Union 
as during the present purge. 

The campaign, ostensibly based on 
the spy maina, is directed primarily 
against citizens of countries which are 
overly hostile to the Soviets, particu- 
larly Germans and Japanese, but ap- 
pears generally to be aimed at clear- 
ing the country of all foreigners ex- 
cept legitimate tourists, diplomatic 
missions, newspaper correspondents, 
and a few specialists. Residence per- 
mits of some of the foreign corres- 
pondents are issued for only three 
months at a time. 

Of the hundreds of foreign engineers 
who aided in the industrialization of 
the country, only a few remain. Most 
of them who have worked here for 
years are being sent away as fast as 
their contracts expire. Only a hand- 
ful of American specialists remain, in- 
cluding those who are installing air- 
craft factories and advising on tele- 
vision and radio work, notably repre- 
sentatives of the Vultee and Consoli- 
dated Aircraft Companies and the Ra- 
dio Corporation of America. 

The few remaining British residents, 
except diplomats and correspondents, 
are under instructions to leave. 

The “foreign purge” has resulted in 
the arrest of scores, mainly German 
specialists. The German Embassy 
which has just protested to the So- 
viet foreign office, estimates that 
more than 200 German citizens were 
under arrest. Many have been ex- 
pelled, while a number, arrested last 
autumn, have been in prison nine 
months without trial on charges of es- 
pionage. German officials have not 
been permitted to communicate with 
them. 

The latest wave of arrests included 
fourteen in Moscow, nine in Lenin- 
grad, twenty-five in Kahrov, and a 
few in other cities. The recent arrests 
are said to include 140 Hungarians. 

Almost daily the official press thun- 
ders about the danger of foreign spies. 
These blasts have frightened the av- 
erage Soviet citizen so that foreign

an unprecedented extent. I heard of 
an instance in which a Russian doctor 
refused to continue to treat his foreign 
patients. 

One of my friends was trying to ne- 
gotiate with a leading Soviet drama- 
tist for the American rights to his lat- 
est play. The dramatist required first 
a letter setting forth in detail the rea- 
sons for the projected meeting. His 
own reply was unsigned. He offered 
to send his chauffeur and automobile 
to bring the American to his country 
house to continue the negotiations 
verbally, but refused to send the car 
to the American Embassy building, 
which had been suggested as a meet- 
ing place. Instead he specified that 
the chauffeur meet the American in 
the lobby of the National Hotel. 

Russian teachers who have been in- 
structing Americans in the Russian 
language refuse nowadays to go to 
American houses. Such instances are 
indicative of the state of mind en- 
geenered by the anti-foreign campaign. 

The foregoing does not mean that 
legitimate tourists, thousands of whom, 
principally Americans, visited the So- 
viet Union this summer, and who go 
under the auspices of the Intourist 
State Tourist Company, have the 
slightest difficulty once they have en- 
tered the country. But extraordinary 
precautions were taken to discourage 
scores Of Americans from entering, 
even after they were granted visas. 
The reasons were obscure. 

Several dozen tourists aboard cruise 
ships from America were refused en- 
try at Leningrad. They included a 
woman named Dorothy Thompson, ap- 
parently barred because it was mistak- 
enly thought that she was Dorothy 
Thompson, columinist wife of Sinclair 
Lewis. Another was William White, 
barred apparently because of the re- 
semblance of his name to that of the

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‘NEW REGULATIONS IN EFFECT 
AS DEER SEASON OPENS 
ON SEPT. 16 


In connection with the opening of 
deer season in this county on Septem- 
ber 16, attention is directed to the fol- 
_ lowing new points of the law govern- 
ing the transportation of deer taken. 
| Under an act of the last legislature 
effective August 27, all deer tags must 
be countersigned “before transporting 
such deer except for the Purpose of 
taking it to the nearest officer au- 
‘ thorized to countersign the license tag, 
on the route being followed from the 
point where the deer is taken.” 

Deer tags may be countersigned by a 
‘game warden, or any employee of the 
Division of Fish and Game, a federal 
or state forest ranger, state fire war- 
den, state park warden, national park 
ranger, a postmaster, justice of the 
peace, notary public or any peace of- 
ficer or any officer authorized to ad- 
‘minister oaths.
